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REMARKS 

Claims 49-56, 59-70, 72-78 and 81-92 are pending in the present application. 

Applicant wishes to thank Examiner Mehrpour for the Telephone conference held 
on June 2, 2008, and the Examiner's indication that the present application is allowaPle 
with the aPove-presented amendments to the claims. 

Applicants have amended claims 59 and 81 to depend on claims 49 and 70, 
respectively.
